THIRD AND LAST CALL. 


The California State Democratic 


Convention meets in San Francisco 
to-day. It is impossible to fore cast 
with any accuracy the results of that 
Convention. Among those who have 
been named as candidates for Gov- 
ernor arc Findley of Grass Valley, 
who has been making a pretty active 
canvass for the nomination; Roach of 
Ban Francisco, who has been very 
active for the last three months; Lar- 
kin of El Dorado, whose friends ex- 
press strong confidence in his sac- 
cess; Irwin of Siskiyou, who was 
President pro tern of the last State 
Senate, ana is now ex-officio Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and Warden of the 
Penitentiary. Irwin is now making 
a vigorous canvass for the nomina- 
tion. Besides these, the names of 
Ryland of San Jose, and Hager of 
San Francisco have been mentioned. 


RATES OF FOREIGN POSTAGE. 
Next Thursday, July 1st, nmler 


the general postal treaty between the 
United States and foreign countries, 
the rates of postage will be reduced. 
France is about the only European 
country with which no new postal 
arrangements can be mnde before 
January 1st, 1876. Letters and pa- 
pers to that country are therefore 
still subject to the old rates. The 
following countries are included in 
the general postal union treaty with 
the United States: Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, Belgium, Denmark {in- 
cluding Iceland and the Fa-oe 
Inlands), Egypt, Spain (including 
the Balearic Isles, the Canary Islands 
the Spanish possessions on the north 
coast of Africa, and the Spanish post* 
on the Western coast of Morocco), 
Great Britain (including the Island 
of Malta), Greece, Italy, Lnxmburg, 
Norway, the Netherlands, Portugal 
(including the island of Maderia and 
the Azores), Roinmmiii, Russia (in- 
clnding the Grand Duchy of Fin- 
land). Serviu, Sweden, Switzerland 
and Turkey. The rates of all these 
places will, from July 1st, and until 
further notice, be as follows: For 
prepaid letters, five cents per half 
ounce; for unpaid letters, ten cents 
per half ounce; for postal cards, two 
cents each; for newspapers, u not 
over fonr ounces in weight, two cents 
each. 


The prepayment of letters will he 


optional, but unpaid letters will be 
charged in the country of destination 
double the rate levied on prepaid 
Intters. 
The prepayment of postal 


cards, registered articles, newspapers 
nnd othor printed papers, will be 
compulsory. 


The treaty provides that there shall 


not be admitted, for conveyance by 
mail, any letter or other package 
•which shall contain either gold or 
Miiver money, jewels or precious 
articles, or any other article what- 
ever liable to customs duties.

ization resumed its operation* last 
Saturday at 1 o'clock and succeeded 
in slaughtering Bedlam's assessment 
roll of personal property in a ruth- 
less manner.
